DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The amendment filed 1 1/1/01 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: there is no support in the specification as originally filed of the 
amendment to the paragraph beginning on line 19, page 8, and carrying over onto page 9 of: 

1 ) stripping both silicon nitride layer 204 and 2 1 0 by hot phosphoric acid, 

2) the temperature of the hot phosphoric acid, and 

3) stripping the oxide layer while the silicon nitride layer 204 and the silicon nitride 
layer 210 are stripped in wet bench. 

The description at this location merely indicates that both oxide and nitride layers are stripped. 
Note on instant page 9, lines -94*6, where wet etching is highly selective between silicon nitride 
and silicon oxide. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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3. Claims 1-7, 9-15,17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as 
containing subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. There is no description in the 
specification as originally filed of the amendment to claim 1 or the amendment to claim 9 or the 
amendment to claim 17 related to removing the oxide layer while the nitride layers are being 
removed as discussed above. (See 1242 OG 168, p. 172). 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-7, 9-15, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Claims 1, 9 and 17, in view of applicant's argument, the use of "while" in claim 1, line 
15, for example, is seen to be a recitation of in the same etching step. Any other intended 
significance must be clearly recited. 



7. Claims 7, 1 5 and 18, it is unclear what temperature range is recited through the use of 
"hot." 
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Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

9. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
